The headlong Nazi retreat fro.ai Russia, which 
now borders on a rout, with disastrous losses in 
both men and military equipment as weh as ter¬ 
ritory, raises tiie que.stion of tlie position of Ger¬ 
many today as Compared to her position when 
she asked for an armistice in 1918. 

Is Germany stronger in 1944 than she was in 
1918? Or weaker." The comp.rative facts are 
interesting -and may afford an index to the con¬ 
fidence of our military readers thrt the European 
war will end in 1944. 

When the armistice was signed in 1918, Ger¬ 
many’s army, coupled with the troops of her al¬ 
lies, totaled 2o,000,000. She had lost about 6,000,- 
000 men, killed or disabled. Today, Germany has 
an army of about 10,000,000 men -and' has lo.st 
about 5,000,000 kilied and wounded, in 1918, Ger¬ 
many had a front line of about 2000 miles. Now 
she has more than 10,000 miles defend. In 
1918, Germany had been successful in seeing that 
the war was waged on the soil of her enemies— 
and German cities and villages were unscarred. 
But in 1941, many of Germany's greatest cities 
are in ruins; millions .of her people are homeless— 
and Allied bombing p.anes have turned Berlin 
into a shambles.
